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THE PROBLEM OF RUSSIA. 


Ir. Nansen Believes Food Queation “ Not Difficult.” 


{ Reuter’s Service. ) 7 
. " Geneva, September 9. 

Tn tha course of a speech on the Russian famine before the 
Assombly of the Leagne of Nations, Dr. Nan:en approved of Lord 
Robert Cecil's plea for more publicity, and regretted that the Coun- 
cil’s report did not mention Russia. He declared thar Russia was 
the problem facing Europe and described at length the “* frightfat 
famine” in Russia. Dr. Nansen strongly urged immediate action to 
cope with the problem before it was too Iste, and moved a resolation 
that the question should be referred to acommittee. He concluded 
by urgently appealing to the Governments of Europe tohelp. The 

speech was warmly cheered. . 


Dr. Nansen’s account of present conditions in Russia based on 
bis personal investigations was of the most distressing character, and 
gteatly impressed the Assembly. He contended that the food pro- 
blem was notdifficult.. There was plenty of food and transport inthe 
world, whilethe Rassians were quite capable of coping with interna! 
transport. He believed thatthe agreement with the Soviet Govern- 
ment was satisfactory and the Soviet could be trusted to carry itout 
He urged immediate action, as the situation was most serious. 


Possible Dissolution of Relief Commission.

The Soviet Governments’ refusal to allow the inter-Allied relict 
commission to investigate conditions in Russia may result in the 
disaolation of the Commission, which is now ‘sitting in Paris, as it 
is felt that no good purpose ‘can be served by continuing the 
labours of the Commission in view of the Soviet Government's un- 
compromisirg attitude and the fact that any relief sent to Rusaia 
would apparently be taken over by the Soviet authorities for disposal 
as they alone thought fit. - ae 
Is is authoritatively stated in London that there are indications 
’ that the refusal was based with the deliberate purpose of refusing 
relief from the Allies.

possessed of an ambition of a 
sort not uncommon in the non 
moral type ef men—in a Napoleon, 
for instance. “Why ts there an 
enormous calt of Napoleon,” Mr. 
H. G, Wella naks somewhere in his 

Ovtline of History, “his very d2f- 
ciencies bring cut starkly certain 
qualities that Turk suppressed and 
hiddenin us all. He was unham- 
pered. . . . . He was, as few 
men are or dare to be, a scoundrel, 
bright and complete.” 

This is not the place to de 
termine Whether Yuan was 
Napvleonic in the precise sense 02 
the strong language used by Mr. 
Wells, But there appaars to be 
no doubt that he follawed the 
Napoleonic precedent with fidelity 
in certain points,of substance. 
And it is known that bis eldest 
son. Yuan Ko-ting, was'a close 
student of the career of the Well- 

“scoundrel, bright and com- 
tote.” Be this as it may. it was 
not long before Yuan Shih-kai set 
out to destroy the Repablic which

Passes Away at Ninety-two. 


Miss Sarah Emily Davies, one 
of the founders of Girton College, 
Cambridge, died at ner home in 
Belsize Park, London, in her 
92nd year. : 

She was the daughter of the 
Rev, Dr. J. Davies, afterwards 
sector of Gateshead, and was 
educated at home. .is was not 
until Miss Davies was ‘over: 30 
that she took up the question of 
the higher education of women, 
and became hon. sevretary of the 
committee for obtaining admis- 
sien for women to University 
examinatiocs, 

She was of tha band of women 
whodid much. pioneer work for 
women suffrage, and in 1866 was 
among those who presented a 
monster petition for housabotd 
suffrage to John Stuart Mill, by 
whom it was laid before the 
Hause of Commons. | 

Por some years a member of 
the London School Board, also a 
life governor of T niversity 
College, London, Miss Davies had 
been honoured by Glasgow Univer- 
sity with the degree LL.D,
